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PRIMARY  PROMOTION 
EXERCISE 

The  promotion  of  primary  children  to 
the  junior  class  should  he  made  a “spe- 
cial occasion”  and  recognition  given  of 
the  work  which  has  been  done.

For  this  purpose  provide  either  a 
square  board  two  inches  thick,  in  which 
holes  are  bored  to  hold  tiny  candles,  or 
a square  pan  filled  with  sand.  In  the 
latter  case  surround  the  edge  of  the 
pan  with  moss  or  vines.  If  desired  the 
sand  may  be  molded  to  suggest  a relief 
map  with  bits  of  mirror  for  ocean  and 
lakes.  Provide  very  small  white  tapers 
and  one  zvhite  candle.  The  twelve  tapers 
should  be  lit  from  the  candle,  and  the 
other  tapers  from  these  twelve  and  so 
on.

Class — Let  your  light  so  shine  before 
men  that  they  may  see  your  good  works 
and  glorify  your  Father  which  is  in 
Heaven.
